The Assistant Treasurer presented a letter from the Treasurer 
transmitting the financial report for the calendar year 1966, 

This letter pointed out that the book va|ue of investments ag¬ 
gregated $ 3 , 104 , 296 . 16 , an increase of $88,325.00 duri ng the year. 
Income from investments amounted to $180,569.37, or a yield of 
5.58% on book value. 

The operating income of the Gallery for the year 1966 amounted 
to $584,583.28, an excess of $66,939.80 over total budget expenses 
of $517,643.48, The budget expended amounted to 94.70%. There 
were non-budgeted expenditures of $29,272.52, so that total income 
exceeded total expenditures by $37,667.27. 

The letter and the financial report covering the period Janu¬ 
ary I, 1966 to December 31, 1966 was accepted and ordered placed 

on file with the thanks of the Trustees. The Treasurer's report 
will be submitted to the auditor. 


The Assistant Treasurer reported on the operation of the bud¬ 
get for the year 1966. This report was ordered filed with the 
minutes of the meeting.

The Secretary reported that the sum oF $16,000.00, which 
was not possible to incorporate in the budget for 1967 was needed 
to defray the cost of pub I ishing Volume I I of the catalogue of 
paintings in the collection of the Gallery. It was pointed out 
that it was desirable that Volume I I be pub I i shed with as I itt.le 
a time'gap as possible from the date of pub I icat ion of Volume I. 
■While all present agreed to the desirability of going ahead with 
the publication of Volume II, funds were not available. Con¬ 
sideration of a special appropriation was deferred to the next ; 
meeting of the Board in April. 

The Chair reported briefIy on the I aw suit against the GaI Iery 
by a former student in the Corcoran School. The matter is being 
handled by counsel for the Gallery's insurance agent. 

The Quarterly reports of. the Curator, the Curator of Edu¬ 
cation, the Registrar and the Dean for the Fourth Quarter were 
circulated among the Trustees present and were accepted and ordered 
pIaced on fiIc. 

The minutes of the Committee on Works of Art and the Art 
School of December 15, 1966 were accepted and ordered placed on 

file.

RESOLVED: That the Board does hereby authorize the President 
and the Chairman of the Committee on Works of Art and the Art School 
to approve the paintings in the 30th Biennial Exhibition to be 
offered as gifts to the Gallery by: 

a) Mr. and Mrs. David Lloyd Kreeger 

b) The Friends of the Corcoran 

RESOLVED : That the Board does hereby approve the President's 
action in authorizing the acceptance of the painting Seated Nude, 
by Robert Henri from A.M. and Lillian Adler. 

The Chair then initiated a discussion of the future of the 
Department of Education and read to the Board a letter to him 
written by the Director transmitting a report prepared by the ( ^ 

Curator of Education. It was pointed out that the Women's Committee.'s 
obligation to support the program terminates in June 1968. It was 
also pointed out that while they would renew their support for 
another term of years, they did not feel that financially they were 
in a position to increase the amount of their annual financial obli¬ 
gation -- certainly not to the extent proposed for 1969 andJ970. 

Mrs. Korf I' suggested t hat i t might be desjrgb|e | or the. Chair to 
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appoint a special Committee on Education to study the role of the 
Education Department and to establish policies to guide its future 
growth and budgets. Whereupon motion duly moved and seconded, 
the Chair was authorized to appoint such a committee. The Chair 
stated that he would appoint a committee before the next meeting 
of the Board. 

Mr, Bradley then presented the report covering the routine 
activities in connection with the operation and maintenance of 
the building which was accepted and placed on file. Mr, Cray sug¬ 
gested and the Board approved asking the Government of the Dis- I 
trict of Columbia to plant trees along New York Avenue and 17th 
Street fronting the Gallery, 


The report of the special Committee on Music, of which Mr 


Krecgcr is Chairman, was then read. Discussion ensued on the al¬ 
location of the Stradivari instruments. Upon motion duly made 
and seconded, it was decided to offer the instruments to the State 
University of Iowa for the use of the Iowa String Quartet on the 
same terms as were proffered to the North Carolina School of the 
Arts in the case of the Amati instruments.

Excerpts of the report of the Supervisor of Extension Ser¬ 
vices were then presented. The report showed that membership has 
increased by 46 to a total of 4936 as of December 31, 1966 . This 

is the highest total membership so far recorded. It was pointed 
out that due to various reasons, especially the loss by death 
of a number of higher category members, a decrease of $ 2 , 128.44 
in total membership contributions was reported for a total of 
$63,416.46 in 1966. It was pointed out further that there was an 
increase in income of $ 3 , 569.00 from the art rental service over 
1965. The total income received in 1966 was $16,387.50.An i ncrease 
in total gross income at the sales desk of $ 2 ,I 61.53 to a total of 
$29,885.53 in 1966 was reported. The total attendance in 1966 was 
167,566. The report was accepted and ordered placed on file.

THE CORCORAN GALLERY OF ART 
CONSOLIDATED ENDOWMENT FUND 


The securities, real estate notes and principal cash presently 
held in the following separate funds, namely: Endowment Fund, Clark Addi¬ 
tion Maintenance Fund, Art School Fund, Anna E. Clark Fund, W. A. Clark 
Fund and the Mary E. Maxwell Fund, shall be combined into a single Fund 
and shall be known as The Corcoran Gallery of ‘Art Consolidated Endowment 
Fund. 

1. PURPOSE 

The Consolidated Endowment Fund shall be operated and maintained 
' exclusively for the collective investment and re-investment of 
monies belonging to and coming into the possession of the Trustees 
of The Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

2. MANAGEMENT 

The Fund shall be managed by the Finance Committee of the Cor¬ 
coran Gallery of Art duly appointed in accordance with the by¬ 
laws of the Trustees of the Gallery. The Treasurer of the 
Gallery will act as agent of the Finance Committee under their 
direction. 

The Trustees may employ investment counsel or may enter into 
agreements with trust departments of banks for custodial and 
■ investment advisory services to assist the Finance Committee. 

3. OWNERSHIP OF ASSETS 

No participating fund shall be deemed to have individual c v. runs hip 
of any asset in the Consolidated Endowment Fund, but each shall 
have a proportionate undivided interest in the Fund, and each 
shall share ratably with the others in the income, profits or 
losses thereof. 

4. INVESTMENT POWERS 

The Finance Committee may invest and re-invest any monies at any 
time forming part of the Fund in such investments as it may in 
its discretion select: common and preferred stocks, bonds, 
debentures and real estate notes. 

5. LIMITATION ON INVESTMENTS 

No investment for the Fund shall be made in stocks or bonds or 
other securities of any one person, firm or corporation which 
would cause the total amount of investment in stocks or "bonds 
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To execute and deliver such proxies and power of attorney to such person 
or persons, granting such power and authority with relation to any 
securities held by the Treasurer as it may deem proper. 

To extend the time of payment of, or to renew any obligation. 

To acquire real property, or any interest therein; to foreclose mortgages, 
deeds of trust and other liens on any real property in which the Fund 
has an interest. In leiu of foreclosure to accept conveyance of such 
property and to grant options to buy or lease said property, upon such 
terms and conditions as the Treasurer deems advisable. 

7. DETERMINATION OF VALUE OF THE FUND 

On or about October 1st of each year, the Trust Department of The Riggs National 
Bank, the Treasurer and the Assistant Treasurer shall determine the value of the 
Fund in the manner hereinafter prescribed, and each such date shall be known as 
a valuation date. This computation is necessary to determine the value of the 
Fund and of participating funds. 

8. VALUATION OF INVESTMENTS 

Securities listed on the New York Stock Exchange, The American Stook Exchange 
or other security exchange, shall be valued at their closing sale prices on the 
valuation date as set forth in any newspaper of general circulation published in 
Washington, D. C. or New York or any standard financial periodical. 

9. METHOD OF VALUING PRINCIPAL 

The following methods shall be used in determining the principal value of the 
Fund and its units: 

1. Thereshall be added to the aggregate value of the investment, uninvested 
cash principal. 

2. Value of any rights or liquidating distributions, which have been 
declared but not received. 

10. METHOD OF VALUING INCOME 

The following method shall be used in determining the income value of the Fund 
and its units: 

To the aggregate amount of cash income on hand, less accrued interest and 
other expenses, the net amount remaining shall be deemed to be the value 
of the net income on the date of which such valuation is made. 

By dividing said amount by the number of the ten existing units of the 
Fund, the income value of each unit on the valuation date shall be 
ascertained. 
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11. DIVISION OF FUND INTO UNITS 

The Fund shall be divided into units and proportionate interest of each participating 
fund shall be evidenced by the number of units allocated to it, based upon the amount 
of the funds of such participating fund paid into the Fund. The original unit of 
participation shall be $10.00. When additional funds are added to the Fund, the amount 
so added shall be equal to the then value of the principal and income of one or 
more of such units and the number of units shall be increased accordingly. Each 
unit of participation shall have a proportionate, equal, beneficial interest in the 
Fund, and none shall have priority or preference over any other. No admission or 
withdrawal shall be made, except on the basis of a full unit or multiple thereof. 

No admission to or withdrawal from the Fund shall be permitted, except on the 
basis of the principal and income unit value. Notice of taking such action 
shall have been in the records of the Treasurer. 

12. UISTRIDUTI0N OF INCOME 

The net income of the Fund during each quarterly period, based on the valuation 
date, shall be computed and distributed by the Treasurer equally on all units. 

13. ACCOUNTING RECORDS 

The Treasurer shall report to the Trustees of each participating fund such 
information concerning the share of the net income and gains and losses of the 
Fund during each fiscal year. 

The Treasurer (Through tha Treasurer’s Office) shall keep proper records showing 
the names of all participating Funds and their respective investments and interests 
in the Fund. The records shall be kept on the basis of a (fiscal year) calendar 
year ended December 31st, based on the cash system of accounting. 

1A.AUDIT OF ACCOUNTS 

At least once during the period of one year an audit shall be made of the Fund 
by an independent public accountant selected by the Board of Trustees. 

15 .MISCELLANEOUS 

A copy of this plan shall be available at the Office of The Treasurer for all 
members of the Finance Committee. 

Any fraction of a cent per unit of participation resulting from any computation 
hereunder may be disregarded or may be adjusted in such reasonable manner as the 
Treasurer may determine.

Dear Mr. Williams: 

The Membership secretary has submitted the attached report on 
activities of his department for the period January 1 through 
March 31, 1967. 

As of March 31, 1967, Membership in the Association of The 
Corcoran Gallery of Art was 4975 as compared to 4936 on Dec¬ 
ember 31, 1966, and 4455 at the end of the corresponding period 
in 1966. Membership income for the first three months in 1967 
was $14,469.50 compared to $14,870.96 on March 31, 1966. 

While the number of memberships has increased by 520 since 1966, 
the income is down $401.46. The need for a revised schedule of 
membership fees and a drive to increase membership, especially 
in the corporate and higher categories is clearly indicated.

and authorized the Staff to proceed with their sale with the 
understanding that they would realize approximately $4,000 to 
$5,000, which will be set aside in the Reserve for Purchase of 
Works of Art Fund. 

After discussion, the suggestion that Mrs. Eugene Meyer 
be asked if she had any objection to the disposal by the Gal¬ 
lery of the marble Paolo and Francesca by Auguste Rodin given 
by her in 1936 in order to acquire works of art by Americans 
needed for the col lection, was not approved. 

The Secretary reported that it had been possible to increase 
the sale price of $1750 to $3500 ( as approved at the meeting 
of your Committee held on December 15, 1966) for the painting 

Schism by Jean Georges Vibert (89.5). This offer was received 
from Priscilla M. Cragun; the proceeds will be added to the Re¬ 
serve for the Purchase of Works of Art. 

The Secretary reported that the ComptroI Ier had advised 
him that the sum of $7358 is currently available for the purchase 
of works of art. 

Photographs of various sculptures and paintings were cir¬ 
culated among the Committee and it was recommended that the 
following paintings be sent on for consideration: 

a) Head of a Woman 1929 by Alfred Maurer 

offered for sale by Bertha Schaefer Gallery at $8500 
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b) Portrait of a Lady by Samuel Waldo 
offered by Victor Spark at $6500 

The S ecretary reported briefly that informal discussions 
have been taking place between the Staff and the Trustees of 
the Washington Gallery of Modern Art relating to a possible 
merger of the two institutions. The Secretary advised your 
Committee that he, Mr. Harithas and Mrs. Green have been in¬ 
vited to attend a meeting on this date with the WGMA Board 
for a further discussion. While as of this time there is no 
concrete proposal for the Committee to consider, it has been 
suggested that the Trustees of the WGMA are apt to propose 
that an endowment fund of approximately $130,000 be transferred 
to the CGA to establish an endowment, the income of which would 
be used to purchase contemporary works of art. The Trustees 
of the WGMA would transfer to the CGA its collection of approxi¬ 
mately 150 works of art, most of which are by artists not re¬ 
presented in our collection, but which would be useful additions. 
And finally, that the Trustees of the WGMA would make an annual 
contribution of approximate Iy $20,000 or more for a period of 
years, the principal of which would be used to defray the salary 
of an additional staff member and to subsidize the cost of one 
or more additional contemporary exhibitions. The Secretary 
pointed out that if this amalgamation can be accomplished, we 
would have almost the same advantage as the addition of the 
Halpert Collection would have had in providing a major incen¬ 
tive for a fund-raising effort and would attract to the support 
of the Corcoran a group of younger people who are very much in¬ 
terested in the contemporary field, which would be an asset.

The Curator of Education herewith submits the following 
report covering the period January 1st - April 1st, 1967. 

I. Docent Program 

The Department of Education has recently cooperated with 
a special program of the D.C. schools known as Project 370. 

The goal of this project was to encourage development of 
communicative skills through the creative arts. Approximately 
700 children from this pilot program have participated in 
tours at the Corcoran. 

Through the same program, we were able to schedule four 
workshop sessions of creative art lessons for our docents. 

It is our hope that this increased scope of training will 
result in a better program for our Children’s Gallery. 

Project 370 has also arranged several meetings between 
junior and senior high school English and History teachers 
and the Curator of Education. The purpose of these meetings 
has been two fold: to explain the scope and potential of our 
tours for their students and to better coordinate the tours 
with the school curriculum. 
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II. Tour Statistics 

The number of people on Gallery tours is once again almost 
double the attendance for the same quarterly period of 1966.

The following Corcoran faculty members exhibited during 
this reporting period: Mr. Alexander Russo exhibited paintings 
at The Franz Bader Gallery in February. Mr. Blaine Larson-Crow- 
ther exhibited at the Jefferson Place Gallery from Frebruary 13 
to March 4, 1967. 

Sam Gilliam and Gene Davis, Saturday faculty members, were 
among the 37 American painters honored by a grant from the National 
Council on the Arts. The award was granted in January 1967. 

On January 10, 1967 The Corcoran School of Art Painting 
Department held an open house and symposium. The following guests 
participated in the symposium entitled "Problems of Art as They 
Relate to The Collector, The Artist, The Critic and The Gallery 
Director" : Mr. David Lloyd Kreeger, Washington Collector, Mr. 
Richard Anuszkiewicz, New York Artist, Mr. Frank Getlein, Art 
Critic, Evening Star, and Mrs. Nesta Dorrance, of the Jefferson 
Place Gallery. Following the symposium, panel members and audience 
joined in the School Gallery to view an exhibition of selected stu¬ 
dent work of Paintings.^ 

On February 16, The Graphics Department held an open house, 
and demonstration. The program was planned for the members of The 
Washington Print Club and other invited guests. A student exhi¬ 
bition of graphic prints was on display in the School Gallery. 

The demonstration was held at 8:15 p.m. by Mr. Jack Perlmutter. 

The serigraphy and etching students demonstrated in The Graphics 
Studios throughout the School. 

Guest lecturers included: Richard Anuszkiewicz lectured and 
showed a film and slides on January 11, 1967; Daniel Rhodes, a 
visiting ceramist from Alfred University, New York, lectured on 
January 13; Eugene Feldman, a graphicist, gave a lecture on March 2 
This lecture was sponsored by the Corcoran School and The Washington 
Print Club. The Advertising Design Department invited Mo Lebowitz, 
on March 27 to lecture. 

On February 24, 1967 The Eiallmark Card Company sent two re¬ 
presentatives to The Corcoran School of Art to discuss work op¬ 
portunities with graduating students in the Advertising Design De¬ 
partment. The day was a success and quite interesting to those 
students interviewed by the Hallmark representatives.

The minutes of the previous meeting were approved with the following 
changes: Page 2, under Ball , delete second paragraph and substitute, "An 
exhibition of light paintings by Jimms Nelson will be shown in one of the 
small galleries upstairs." Page 3* under VCAM Conference , paragraph 1, delete 
the word "two" in the phrase, "plus two observers"; paragraph 2 , add "the 
Lecture Series." 

Membership 

Mrs. Denby read a letter of resignation from Mrs. H. Struve Hensel. 

Although previously announced, Mrs. Hensel’s resignation was accepted officially. 
It was moved and seconded that Mrs. Hensel be made an associate member. The 
motion passed. 

Mrs. Denby read a letter from Mrs. Lee Folger proposing Mrs. Paul Sitton 
for membership to the Women's Committee. A seconding letter from Mrs. Hunting- 
ton Block was read also. 

Staff Report 

Mr. Harithas and Mrs. Greene jointly presented the staff report. 

Exhibitions scheduled for the 1967-68 season include: all acquisitions of the 
last four years; a major exhibition of modern sculpture; architectural photo¬ 
graphs by Charles Laughlin of Victorian houses of the l880‘s in America, 
particularly Chicago; the Area Show; a survey of contemporary art trends in 
Sweden; sculpture of Collin Greenley; a survey of American genre painting of 
the l 8 th and 19 th centuries (about the time of the Annual Eall); and a large 
retrospective show of Adolph Gottlieb. 

In regard to the Area Show, Mr. Harithas said that, in the continuing 
effort to find new ways to conduct the exhibition, a single juror may make 
the selections and that artists within a radius of 150 miles, rather than 100 
miles, may be considered. Mrs. Greene added that prize money, rather than 
purchases only, is under discussion. Mrs. Winslow raised the question of 
inviting half of the artists and pointed out that the good local artists are 
not submitting their work to juries who favor the popular trends only. 









It was also reported that the new projector for the Auditorium has been 
procured. The outside of the building has been partially cleaned, but as 
difficulties have arisen, the project has been halted. Application for a grant 
from the National Endowment on the Arts will be submitted by May, 1967* 

Department of Education 

Mrs. Korff announced that Miss Frederica Harlow will begin work as Mr. 
Selby’s full-time secretary on May 1. Miss Harlow attended Holton Arms and 
Hollins College, worked as a museum aide at the National Gallery and as Visitors 
Service Assistant at the Smithsonian. Miss Freedman will remain in the office 
through May.

Biennial Exhibition 


Mr. Harithas stated that, in the opinion of the group who have previewed 
the Biennial, there is a sameness in the works that are hung. He explained the 
method of selecting the artists who were invited to show and described some of 
the experiences he and Mr. Williams had in going from studio to studio. The 
ultimate decision reached by the selection committee was towards one style—the 
front runners of the mainstream of development in American art. 

Mr. Harithas, in speaking of the general competition, described the method 
of selection. The artists were put through a difficult process of first 
submitting slides of their works. By a jury process, the number of slides was 
reduced to 100 and these artists then presented the actual paintings to the 
jury. Ultimately only 21 paintings were chosen. 

There is a general feeling that the whole system is outdated, including 
both the methods of choosing the paintings and awarding the prizes. Mr. Harithas 
stated that alternative methods are being studied. The Biennial is still the 
only method for assessing current art and it is also a source of acquisitions. 
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In answer to a question concerning the value of continuing the Biennial in the 
face of these difficulties, Mr. Harithas said the Corcoran is represented by 
the Biennial and the Ball. 

Docent Report 

In the absence of Mrs. Rasenberger, Mrs. Hyde reported that tour attendance 
for the period October 1 through December 31 was 65OO. For the same period in 
1965, attendance totaled 3380* The increase is due to the new children’s Gallery 
program (1453) and the addition of afternoon tours (1667). 

Executive Committee Retort 

Mrs. Korff reported on the revised budget for the Department of Education. 

As the three year commitment by the Women’s Committee to this Department is 
approaching its final year, a meeting was held with Mr. Williams to seek Gallery 
support. A revised budget for the final year and a projection of future growth 
were presented and discussed. Mr. Williams stated that the Board of Trustees is 
not in a position to assume even partial financing, as the current income of the 
Corcoran is below normal. Therefore, the Women’s Committee must continue to be 
the sole support of the Department of Education, if it is to survive. 

The Executive Committee recommends that the revised budget be accepted and 
that the $5000 which had been set aside for a Public Affairs be used to offset 
the difference. An immediate increase for secretarial help amounts to $685.30 
through the current year. The revised budget for next year, which includes a 
full-time secretary, increases the commitment by $2000 to a total of $14,000. 

There is a need for a Committee on Education on the Board of Trustees. This 
matter is under consideration by Mr. Hamilton. 

Mrs. Korff presented a policy matter concerning the docent chairman as a 
permanent member of the Executive Committee. This policy was acclaimed by a 
favorable vote. 

Other Business 


Mrs, Korff read a letter from CRIA. expressing their appreciation of the $300 
gift from the Women’s Committee. 

On the matter of improvements to the Auditorium, Mrs. Korff reported that 
these problems are being handled by the Gallery staff. 

Mrs. Korff also reported that the January 10th art school symposium, 
"Problems of Art as they Relate to the Collector, the Artist, the Critic and 
the Gallery Director," was very well attended. Mr. David Kreeger, who partici¬ 
pated as Collector, and also presented the summary, was excellent.

Minutes of the Meeting of the Coordinating Committee, April 25, 1967, at the 


University Club at 12:30 

Present: Mr, Williams, Mr. Harithas, Mrs. Green, Mrs. Heck, Mr. Fleming Bomar, 
Mr. Armin St. George, and Mrs. A. G. Korff. 

Proposed Merger 

Mr. Williams gave a confidential report on the possible merger of the Corcoran 
with the Gallery of Modern Art. The sale of the building at 1503 - 21st Street 
would probably bring about $100,000 or more after the mortgage had been taken 
out. This amount could then be used to establish an endowment for the pur- 
chase of additional works of contemporary art. The Gallery of Modern Art's 
present collection is valued at about $150,000. If this collection should 
be added to that of the Corcoran it would be greatly to our advantage. Most 
all of the artists represented in theVJfeMA’s collection are not now included 
in the Corcoran’s collection. 

A fortunate factor in the negotiations has been that David L. Kreeger is a 
trustee of both galleries, and is therefore in a position to understand the 
advantages to the two groups. The Corcoran would be greatly strengthened 
by adding members of the GMA's progressive board to its committees as well as 
finding places for certain staff members. Additional funds contributed by 
GMA would make it possible to add one staff member as well as underwrite 
one contemporary exhibition. 

Representatives present of the three volunteer groups enthusiastically 
endorsed the idea of the merger and were prepared to do what they could to 
further the plans. 

Opening of the Kreeger House 

There has been no meeting as yet with Mr. Kreeger and members of the three 
volunteer groups which will be in charge of organizing the benefit opening 
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of the Kreeger house. The benefit might possibly be timed to coincide 
with the celebration of the merger or a kick-off of a future fund-raising 
drive. 

Fund Raising Drive 

Mr. Williams outlined the possibilities which are being explored for the 
raising of funds. Money is needed to implement the plans contained in the 
architects’ survey as well as the general development of the Gallery. A 
professional survey is necessary to evaluate our financial potential. If 
it is feasible, the Gallery would like to raise as much as $10 million. 
Raising such a fund would require the formation of strong, working commit¬ 
tees made up of members of the volunteer groups as well as the trustees. 

At its regular monthly meeting this morning the Women’s Committee voted 
whole hearted endorsement of a fund raising drive. Members of the Committee 
are ready to support efforts of the Board on working committees. Repre¬ 
sentatives of the other two groups will seek similar endorsement from their 
memberships.

Annual Report - June I, 1946 
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Proposals for Memberships: 

At the suggestion of Mr. Williams, the Assistant Director, the 
Trustees at their meeting held on ApriI 19, last, considered the 
advisibi lity of establishing various classes of memberships for 
the Gal lery. The Board directed that this proposa I be given further 
study and a report made to the Board. The matter was placed in 
the hands of Mr. Wi I I iams and his report is herewith transmitted 
to the members of the Board for their consideration. Such member¬ 
ships have been profitably established in various art institutions 
throughout the country, and it is felt that they might well be 
successfully inaugurated here. The Gallery has never heretofore 
appealed for outside financial aid and has relied almost entirely 
upon income from its invested funds. It has, however, served the 
public for three-quarters of a century, and it is believed that it 
would be desirable to bring the public into closer relationship with 
the aims and work of the institution. This can best be done by 
endeavoring to successfully establish memberships.^
